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Canada’s Annual Meeting 


Ray Wilson Elected President —New Highs Reported in Membership, Transfers and 
Total Receipts—Herd Test Recommended—Over 2,000 Attend Sessions. 


By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


The Annual Meeting af the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada brought 
out a record attendance, with members 
present from every province of Canada 
and guests from the U. S. and several 
foreign countries. The mammoth con- 
vention hall of Toronto's Royal York 
Hotel, largest hotel in the British. Em- 
pire was jam-packed even in the early 
morning session during the formalities 
of reading reports which had already 
been distributed in printed form. Presi- 
dent J. M. Fraser presided. 

The reports made interesting reading. 
Secretary-Manager George M. Clemons 
reported a new high in membership, 
10,828 members, a 4% increase over 1947. 
Transfers numbered 61,539, which is 10% 
in excess of any previous year. Registra- 
tions numbered 54,702, very nearly 
reaching the 1947 total of 55,100, this in 
spite of a heavy export of in-calf heifers. 
He reported that 29,516 Holsteins were 
exported to 19 different countries in 1948. 

Fotal receipts set an new high mark 
of $243,791, just missing the quarter- 
million dollar mark. Expenditures in- 
cluded $58,515 for Extension work. 
increase in R.O.P. 

total of 13,384, 
thanks to improved service at Ottawa. 
While this seems like a tremendous lot of 
production testing, it Was pointed out 
that the 1,729 members doing R.O.P. 
testing represent only 16° of the mem- 
bership. Selective registration service

Commenting on bull registrations, Mr. 
Clemons stated that 99°%% of the bulls 
registered in 1948 were from dams classi- 
fied Good Plus or better but that only 
39% were from dams meeting the R.O.P. 
requirements. Said Mr. Clemons: 

“Now that the herds from which our 
registered bulls come are all being in- 
spected in Selective Registration, it seems 
logical that they should all be on R.O.P. 
test. We are guaranteeing the type of 
the dam of each registered bull; surely 
it is not less important to guarantee her 
production.”

The report of the Extension Service 
Committee was read by Chairman J. D 
Innes. This committee operated on a 
budget of $60,000, of which $42,140 con- 
sisted of grants to the Provincial Branch 
Associations, distributed in proportion to 
the Holstein business in the various 
Provinces. Selective Registration work, 
while down a bit from 1947, was consid 
ered normal as the fifth round of inspec 
tion nears completion. Mr. Innes men- 
tioned his trip to South America to judge 
the International Exhibition at Palermo, 
Argentina in August. Referring to for- 
eign business, he stated that sales to the 
United States outnumbered all previous 
records. He lauded the fine job of pub 
licity for Holsteins done by the Associa- 
tion under the direction of J. E. Powell 
and mentioned the new color film, “Blue 
Bloods of Canada,” produced by the 
Department of Trade and Commerce, and 
the illustrated booklet, “Canadian Hol 
steins,” brought out in French and Span- 
ish editions to supplement the English 
edition of the previous year. 

In Ontario, 40 Black and White Shows 
were held, ten in each Fieldman’s Dis- 
trict, 654 exhibitors showing a total of 
3,537 head of Holsteins, at a cost to the 
parent association of $3,690. Mention 
was also made of an Extension project in 
New Brunswick, where a group of breed- 
ers agreed to contribute $25.00 per year 
each for a period of ten years to supple- 
ment the grants from the parent associa- 
tion and enable them to hire a full time 
fieldman. 

Secretary Clemons reported on the Di- 
rector’s Meeting held the previous day, 
at which two resolutions had been drawn 
for presentation to the general meeting, 
one requesting that the Governments of 
any Province in which the sale of oleo- 


margarine is permitted, pass legislation 
to forbid the coloring of oleo in imita 
tion of butter; the other recommending 
to the Production Service of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture that a 
form of Herd Test for the Holstein breed 
be established.

Oleo Battle Lines 


The battle lines are drawn.in the oleo fight. The Dairy 
Industry is engaged in a last ditch battle in Congress, against 
what looks like overwhelming odds. 

In a much maligned 80th Congress we were saved by the 
bell, so to speak, but the relentless enemy promises early action 
in the present Congress to repeal the long standing oleo- 
margarine taxes. 

Hearings are scheduled to start March | in the Committee 
on Agriculture to consider the 18 bills dealing with oleo- 
margarine which have been referred to this committee. The 
dairy organizations are putting up a great battle for their 
compromise proposal. This, as all our readers know, calls for 
the repeal of all restrictive taxes on oleo, but with a federal 
law prohibiting the manufacture and sale of oleo colored any 
shade of yellow. 

The arguments are good on this, but we do not anticipate 
any great degree of enthusiasm upon the part of the oleo 
interests and their supporters. 

The public seems to be still deluded with the belief that 
if present laws are repealed they will be able to buy factory- 
colored yellow oleo for the same price, relatively, that they now 
pay for the uncolored product, plus capsule. 

Perhaps consumers in El Paso, Texas may have a few 
doubts on that score. We recently saw a reproduction of a full 
page ad of a local market in which oleo is priced at 25 cents a 
pound. Advertised brands of oleo, colored, are priced at 55 
cents a pound, the same price as they were asking for fresh 
creamery butter. 

When colored oleo replaces the uncolored everywhere— 
as housewives and city editors are demanding—what will be- 
come of the so-called cheap table spread? 

The difference in production costs will also offer the 
greatest possible incentive and invitation to boot-leg substitu- 
tion and fraud upon consumers. 

Are Congressmen going to use their own best judgment 
or succumb to what they must recognize as organized pres- 
sure for complete repeal, Period?

When work was instituted in 1929, 
Ward was chosen as one of the official inspectors and he con- 
tinued very actively in that work until 1948. He also served 
for many years as judge at leading fairs and expositions from 
coast to coast, including three years at the National Dairy Show. 

Being himself denied the opportunity for schooling, he 
always took great interest in helping and encouraging boys to 
progress in their education and as Holstein breeders. Perhaps 
the greatest satisfaction of his life came when the New York 
Holstein-Friesian Association in 1947 and 1948 sponsored and 
raised an endowment of $13,000 at Cornell University as the 
Ward Stevens Scholarship Fund to help worthy boys of Holstein 
interest to complete their college education. 

For over a dozen years (up to 1928) Ward Stevens was a 
part owner and president of the corporation publishing the 
Holstein-Friesian WORLD. The memories of these years of 
close still cherished by this writer, who was 
then beginning of his span of years as your 
editor. 

Ward Stevens was a man among men. He has lived a long 
and full life, and his colorful and human personality has lefi 
its mark in the industry he loved. 

His funeral services were held at Liverpool, N. Y. 
ruary 5, with burial in Morningside Cemetery, 
side his wife, Julia, who passed away in 1937. One son, Fred, 
and one daughter, Sybil (Mrs. Laurence Browne) survive hum; 
also five grandchildren and five great grandchildren and one 
brother, Floyd H. Stevens, Wash. His eldest son, 
Grant, died in 1934. All arrangements for the funeral details 
were made by Ward as he lay in the hospital, and were 
faithfully carried out.

THYROPROTEIN STILL PRO- 

HIBITED TO COWS ON TEST 
In the January 1949 issue of the 
COUNTRY GENTLEMAN, there is an 
interesting and well-written article en- 
titled “Speed-Up Hormone for Livestock.” 
It recounts the work done at the Mis- 
souri and New Jersey Experiment Sta- 
tions, and the Bureau of Dairy Industry 
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Station of the United States Department 
of Agriculture in the experimental feed- 
ing of iodinated casein commonly called 
thyroprotein or the trade name of Prota- 
mone, products which carry the chemical 
thyroxine. The article described the 
miraculous results of feeding this mate- 
rial to dairy cattle, poultry, sheep and 
hogs. In fairness it also points out that 
in a number of cases its use has burned 
out the cows faster. and required consid- 
erably more feed to offset the loss in body 
weight. In view of the wide-spread dis- 
tribution which this story will have, it 
probably is timely to restate the follow- 
ing portion of rule 12 on page 5 of the 
Unified Rules for Official Testing: 
“The feeding or injection of thyroid 
extract, thyroxine or any product produc- 


ing thyrodal effects, to cows on official 
test, is prohibited, and evidence of its 
use shall be cause for cancellation of such 
records.” 

This subject of thyroprotein has been 
under constant study and discussion by 
Dairy Cattle 
and the American Dairy Science Associa 
tion for the past several years. 


the Purebred Association 
Thus far 
it has been the feeling that further re 
search should be made before the rule 
should be relaxed, prohibiting the use 
of thyroprotein in feeding cows on test. 
So far the recommendation has been that 
breeders might better exercise good nor- 
mal feeding avoid the 
serious effects that the use of 


practices and 
thyro- 
protein has on some cows.

Price Trends. Retail prices continued 
their downward trend during the month 
of January.

On January 22 the food component of 
this index reached 128.91, the lowest 
point since mid-September, 1946.

Maybe 
it’s the unfavorable weather, but what 
ever the reason, the warm clime winter 
vacation business is definitely slowing up 
People are becoming a little more care- 
ful with their money.

oats from 8834 to 78 cents; and soybeans 
from $2.61 to $2.46. May futures in 
wheat, corn, and oats had dropped an 
average of 8 per bushel. March 
soybeans liowever, dropped from $2.601/ 
to $2.4334 The general outlook is that 
grain will drop still more in February 

Mill Feeds. The trend of mill feed 
prices during January also down 
ward.

Milk and Dairy Products. Fluid milk 
prices throughout the country were on 
the downward trend, with numerous 
drops of one cent per quart and farmers 
everywhere were grousing about the 


smaller milk checks they were to receive. 
During the first half of January the f- 
tail price of standard milk delivered ft 
homes in 24 major cities averaged 212 
cents pet quarts, or 0.2 cents lower than 
in December. In the meantime consump- 
tion of fluid milk keeps on decreasing 
and butter production in practically all 
parts of the country remains on the 
downgrade, with 1948 total production 
8.7% less than in 1947. Cheese produt- 
tion for 1948 was down 6.8% below 1947 
figures. Whole milk powder markets wefe 
irregular and the demand was spotty, 
manufacturers and apparently 
waiting for a government announcement 
on a separate parity for manufacturing 
milk. By and large the picture is not 
good, insofar as the dairy farmer is com- 
cerned. In mid-January, Row Ricksham, 
merchandising director of the Americah 
Dairy Association told the Kansas Buttér 
Institute that the industry needs to spend 
at least 5 million a year instead of the 
$350,000 it is now spending. “That's 
what is with the butter market 
declared In our opinion, 
the entire combined budgets for advertis- 
ing and publicity of all branches of the 
dairy industry need a mighty increase in 
order to compete with all the substitutes 
that have made a bid for the consumers 
dollars. In a highly competitive age you 
must keep up with the parade, or go out 
of business 
Beef Cattle. On January 31, top 1,175 
pound steers brought only $28.75 on the 
Chicago market, as compared with a 
$32.25 top for prime offerings the week 
previous and for a top for the month of 
$34.50 on the 5th. In the same way aver 
age prices on steers had dropped from 
$26.75 on January 5th to the $23 mark 
at month end, the level for steers 
since May 1947. Many cattle feeders now 
find themselves in the predicament of 
feeding cattle that cost them $1 to 32 
cents per pound for which they cannot 
hope to get more than 25 to 27 cents. In

ings are low, feed costs lower, and red 
meats are relatively high in price. Some 
producers in the Del-Mar-Va__ broiler 
area look for surplus troubles in late 
February. However, there are others who 
firmly believe that Western markets can 
readily absorb a surplus without causing 
a severe price drop. Demand for chicks 
for future laying flocks continues very 
heavy and a shortage is likely to develop 
by April 1, since demand is usually heav- 
iest in March rherefore, order 
chicks now, don’t wait 

Egg production in Decembeer was 10% 
better than a year ago, while the total 
annual rate of lay per layer was 162 eggs 
compared with 158 eggs last year and an 
average of 142. Prices for eggs to the 
farmer averaged 52.8 cents per dozen as 
compared with 58.3 cents in mid-Novem- 
ber and 58.7 cents in December a year 
ago. Egg prices seem to be gravitating 
to lower price levels. Chicken prices to 
farmers however, increased 1.4 cents over 
the mid-November price to 30.7 cents on 
December 15. A year ago the price was 
25.2 cents per ponud. Turkey prices to 
farmers in mid-December averaged 51.6 
cents a pound live weight, by far the 
highest price on record—13 cents above 
a year ago and 6 cents higher than in 
mid-November. The mid-December cost 
of poultry feed averaged $3.62 per cwt., 
down very sharply from the $4.89 of a 
year ago, having been in continuous de- 
cline since last April. As a result profits 
in the poultry should continue good even 
with lower prices for poultry products. 

Farm Machinery. Machinery dealers * 
now report that farmers come in and ask 
about machinery and seeing it in stock, 
say they will be in later. That attitude 
will lick the black market and help to 
bring down inflated prices. Now is the 
time to check over all your farm ma- 
chinery, make necessary repairs and put 
it in top working condition for next 
spring. Paint and grease applied in the 
right spots will prevent rust and broken 
parts later on. 

Observation. The country hamlets 
that have never gone to Washington for 
aid, but have always taken care of their 
poor and sick in a brotherly way, with 
out broadcasting the fact—are the well 
springs of the American Way.

Since our article on this subject in the 
October 1948 News Letter, records have 
been compiled on five other cows that 
are worthy of special recognition for 
great year-after-year production, and that 
are still living examples of longevity and 
the profitable output of milk and butter- 
fat over a long period of years. 

Pansco Hazel 1718743 (E) has credits 
through October 31, 1948 of 209841 Ibs.

days. She is due to finish her 9th lacta- 
tion record in March of this year. She 
moves into second place for lifetime fat 
production and third place for lifetime 
milk production among cows that are 
still living. In addition to her produc- 
tion she has made quite a name for her- 
self in the show ring. She was thirteen 
years old last March. 

There are two cows owned by County 
of Essex, Cedar Grove, New Jersey that 
have come up into the high ranks of 
living lifetime producers, one for fat and 
the other for milk. Essex Suzone Model 
1659924 (E) has credits to December 1, 
1948 of 185892 Ibs. milk, 3.9% and 
7324.2 lbs. fat in 10 lactations of 4063 
days. She was fifteen years old in Octo- 
ber. She is the third highest record liv- 
ing cow for total fat production.

As announced in this issue, Green Top

year only 37 Holstein breeders in all 
Canada have received the award. It is 
considered the highest honor that can be 
bestowed on a breeder by the Holstein 
Friesian Association of Canada. 

Director N. R. Martin, chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee, read the two 
resolutions proposed by the Board and 
spoke forcefully in favor of both. The 
oleo resolution passed unanimously with- 
out debate.

LUCK—SOMETIMES IT’S GOOD 


In 1918 Dr. Kloehn, a brother of the 
pioneer Calumet County (Wisconsin) 
Holstein breeder, Frank Kloehn, made a 
trip to Langlade County to look over a 
farm offered for sale. The farm owner, 
planning to get out of farming entirely, 
had sold his entire herd for beef with the 
exception of the herd sire that was too 
thin to bring much at beef price. 

Dr. Kloehn noticed the bull in the 
barn and upon questioning the owner 
discovered the sire to be originally from 
the John Erickson herd at Waupaca, 
furthermore he was a son of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th. Dr. Kloehn, a 
student of Holstein breeding, immedi- 
ately recognized his worth and bought 
the bull on the spot. 

After arriving home Dr. Kloehn offered 
the bull to his brother and to John Sey 
bold. Neither was much interested but 
they did take time to visit the Erickson 
herd and to mention this son of 37th, 
Ponoderosa Pietertje Ormsby. Mr. Erick- 
son was immediately interested and, dis- 
covering how highly the bull was valued 
by Erickson, Kloehn and Seybold re 
turned home and purchased him. 

Ponderosa Pietertje Ormsby, coming 
into their herds in this incidental fash- 
ion, founded the present day herds of 
Leonard Seybold, Forest Jct.; Edwin Sey 
bold, Hilbert; and Knauf & Tesch Co., 
Chilton, Wis. He left many outstand- 
ing daughters as a result of his four years 
of service. 

His use in Wisconsin was terminated 
when he was purchased by the U. § 
Department of Agriculture for the Expe- 
riment Station at Beltsville, Md. A rep 
resentative of that outfit called on 
Kloehn and Seybold, saying that he was 
looking for a son of 37th and to date had 
seen seven of them. When he asked for 
a price on Ponderosa they conferred and 
finally decided on a price they thought 
was so high, for that time, that the Expe- 
riment Station would not pay it. They 
were surprised and somewhat disappoint 
ed when the representative said, “You've 
just sold a bull, and furthermore if you 
had asked twice as much I would have 
paid it.” 

Following the sale of Ponderosa these 
Wisconsin herds used five grandsons of 
37th—one a son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, 
another out of an 800-lb. daughter of 
37th, two sons of Pietertje Ormsby Mer 
cedes Della, and a son of Ponderosa 
Other sires used were a grandson of 
KPOP, three grandsons of Admiral Orms 
by Fobes, a son of Governor Fobes, a son 
of Decreamco Calamity Posch, and a 
grandson of Ormsby Sensation 45th. 

Present herd sires are a son of Admiral 
Bonny Girl, a son of Wisconsin Admiral 
Burke Lad, and a son of Jule King Fobes 
The females in these herds are by these 
last mentioned herd sires, all home bred 

Since the days of Ponderosa seven ex- 
cellent cows have been developed, three 
Wisconsin state record holders, two cows 
first on the National Honor List in their 
respective years, one Gold Medal Sire, 
and six bulls proven.

A sizable crowd jammed the banquet 
room of the Penn-Harris Hotel in Harris- 
burg for the luncheon and annual meet- 
ing of the Pennsylvania Holstein-Friesian 
Association, January 12th
